The indirect cost, often two 
four times the direct cost, includes lost 
production time not only the person 
injured all the other employees 
the plant when offering assistance 
the injured and gathering together 
groups discussing the accident; also the 
training new employee replace- 
ment, and finally the impaired service 
customers because these delays. 


Saving money with safety 


cited the experience the Wolff 
Book Mfg. Co., N.Y.C., which years 
saved $45,000 its accident costs 
inaugurating safety program. More 
than that the penalty 19% above the 
manual rate hitherto paid was reduced 


41.9% below the manual rate (see 
B&BP Jan. 1951, 32).

HOW COMBAT PAPER TROUBLES RULING 


Shoemaker like other veteran 
rulers warns that the less additives 
used the better, for these tend have 
bad effects the strings and cloth 
the machine well pens and 
flannels. 

Another source trouble may not 
stem from ink paper, but from the 
cloth itself, especially when the weather 
humid and very warm. The cloth 
retains more than normal surface mois- 
ture, causing soiling offset reverse 
side paper. When this condition be- 
comes serious, the cloth must 
cleaned. The operator may sponge the 
surface the cloth while the machine 
motion. The cloth should then 
kept motion until dry.

Too busy—no readers 


your printed page busy that 
reader’s eye can’t find place rest, 
won’t rest and won’t see what you 


want see. your arrangement 
disorderly, the eye find its way 
around and will give and your argu- 
ment will ignored. your word 
spacing disproportionate your line 
spacing and words are closer words 
above and below than the words that 
precede follow, your readers will 
get weary and quit reading and 
know what you are anxious 
tell them. 

Readers cannot aware the tech- 
nical faults printed message 
they are unaware the message. 
message that lacks interest not ana- 
lyzed for cause—it just ignored. 
you are content settle for that result 
you can get sending out nothing. 

That explanation served often enough 
keep business; but there were 
people who wouldn’t buy it. 


How bright are they? 


Those people held the view that pros- 
pective customers are not very bright. 

There conflicting view that has 
been demanding attention. 

When man sends you piece 
printed matter wants you incon- 
venience yourself for his sake. 
wants you give some your 
time him. hopes persuade you 


give some your money him. 
Probably you could use the time and 
money for other purposes—but 
that can advance his 
interests. 

fellow that wants you give 
and money him should not take 
the risk assuming that you are not 
very bright and that your discrimina- 
tory senses are dull. And does as- 
sume that, should extremely 
careful that doesn’t disclose it. 
you have money that wants had 
better try make you believe that 
thinks that you are very smart, very 
discriminating. had better address 
you courteously and with good taste 
implying that respectful you. 


Self-centered guys 


But some fellows don’t see that. They 
are too self-centered thoughtful 
you. They address you with the tra- 
ditional formal courtesies but not with 
good taste. They are one-way and 
they don’t hide the fact—because they 
can’t hide it. 

I'll give you example: 

while ago, got letter from 
man who wanted sell something. 
was courteous letter. started 
“Dear Mr. and was phrased 
courteous terms. was busy and 
laid aside. Ten days later got 
follow-up letter. started courteous- 
ly, “Dear Mr. Geist.” then the man 
pointed out that had written and 
that had not replied and that was 
awaiting answer. 

Both the first letter and the follow-up 
were obviously .form letters that had 
been sent thousands. The man hadn’t 


take the trouble write individual 
letter yet implied that owed 
him consideration that had not given 
me. had more regard for his time 
than for mine and patronized 
assuming that was too stupid per- 
ceive that fact which had made ob- 
vious. His courtesy was formality but 
was futile because did not address 
good taste. 


Resentful buyers 


the past fifteen years have wit- 
nessed rebellion resentful buyers. 
Literary clubs, clubs college women, 
and denominational organizations band- 
together promote what called 
“The Consumer Group Movement.” 

Those consumer groups have raised 
lot fuss. Mostly they have com- 
plained about advertising. Their pres- 
sures have impelled politicians legis- 
late restrictions advertisers; the 
pressures have encouraged the Federal 
Trade Commission regulate advertis- 
ers. 

And merchandisers, amazed dis- 
cover that consumers regarded them 
with anger. found necessary make 
substantial appropriations organize, 
maintain, and expand public relations 
efforts mollify the annoyed consum- 
ers. They began striving put salve 
bruised feelings, without compre- 
hending how they had bruised those 
feelings. 


the row? 


how did these merchandisers 
bruise the feeling consumers? They 
had supplied the consumers with good 
products. Advertising had made them 
aware conveniences which 


have been known about—and which 
perhaps could not have been made 
available—without advertising. 

what are they kicking about? 

The consumers are satisfied with th: 
products that they have bought. They 
are kicking about the manners the 
sellers. Currently they are 
that the sellers acquire good manner- 
and exhibit them. 

That’s broad demand which 
for many considerations beyond desig 
—yet extremely strong argu- 
ment for the need for design 
solicitations. And presents the 
for design sales solicitations. And 
presents the argument against 
ent kind background. 


Can you afford resentment? 


The question longer whether 
pective customers have 
understanding differentiate 
good and bad design print. The 
proper question is, the advertiser 
merchandiser, the issuer any 
piece respectful the people from 
whom solicits support? 

Printed materials that are thrown 
together without well ordered plan 
and that are produced with indifferent 
craftsmanship that employed because 
inexpensive are advertisements 
the fact that their sponsor not re- 
spectful his audience. 

prospects his instincts will prompt him 
address them courteously and 
good taste. When does that 
makes his respect evident. Design 
essential for addressing people print 
with good taste.

BOOKBINDING AND BOOK 


HOW THE PHOTON 


RIEFLY and very elementarily, the Photon photo com- 

posing machine derives and ease 
operation, described the August issue Bookbinding 
Book Production, from system that functions basically 
like this: 
While this actual arrangement nor representative the 
complex control mechanism, basic features are shown. In- 
stead feeding characters directly the photographic unit. 
necessary introduce storage unit where the char- 
acters. words and spaces may stored for justification be- 
fore the completed line put film. 

The storage unit may characterized physically 
mentally “memory bank.” For each hori- 
zontal escapement the typewriter roller platen there are 
nine vertically spaced pegholes. The “pegs” pins the 
board may pushed either out. 

Since each key the typewriter has its own code rep- 
resented open and closed electrical circuits, key when 
will push out its combination displaced and un- 
displaced pins within the nine-hole vertical column. Each 
character thus identified nine-element code which 
reality nine-digit binary number. Five digits indicate 
the width the character and four are used distinguish 
the character from others the same width. 

the 1952 Penrose Annual, 122, Dr. Samuel Cald- 
well. director GARF gave the following example 
the code his article the technical features the ma- 
chine: “If open contact represents zero and closed con- 
tact represents one, typical character might have the code 
number 010010111 when written binary form. the first 


five digits represent the character width this number 


pressed the decimal system would 9-7, and would 
mean that this character nine units wide and that its 
character number that width.” 


Selection and justification 


Selection style, size, determined prior actu- 
ating the character also taken into account the 
pegboard. selection changed within the line, the ma- 
chine automatically registers this information with the next 
available row vertical pins forewarn the decoding 
mechanism the change. 

The justification counter keeps running account the 
line used up. register each interword space while accumu- 
lating the space requirements for each character. When 
justifying, the interword spaces are proportionately divided 
between words. Telephone stepping switches, 136 relays and 
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other circuitry, much “simpler” than the 3.000 5.000 com- 
ponents usually employed telephone set-ups, help engineer 
these automatic calculations. 

That’s how line composition selected and justified 
storage. 


High-Speed photography 


The decoding unit represents carriage combing vertically 
across the pegboard. sensing each projecting pin, 
closes contact and re-interprets the original coded descrip- 
tion the character back into electrical impulse strength. 
The photographing unit features the rotating glass disc, 
diameter, which the matrix for characters 
grouped eight concentric circles, with each half circle con- 
taining font. The slits the periphery help register 
each minute matrix letter image exact position for photo- 
graphing follows:

quarter portion the revolving glass disc shows how characters 
are placed eight rows. There only single character each 
family and style. Each circle contains two full fonts arranged 
semi-circle. Thus, one matrix contains sixteen fonts about 1400 
basic characters. The disc measures diameter. 
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The disc’s uninterrupted rotation synchronized with the 
rotation commutator. Brushes over the commutator 
drum charged with electrical impulses received from the 
carriage will upon reaching point the drum sensitive 
that impulse actuate photocell and stroboscopic light. 
fires with micro-second flash “stop” the picture 
the matrix image the film. 


The electrical impulse from the commutator also dictates 
horizontal and vertical spacing. After each photographing 
makes operation the disc blank revolution for this spac- 
ing take place. 

the uninitiated inconceivable imagine the speed 
with which these intricate operations are performed. The 
typist meanwhile continuing her work without interruption. 


Economic factors 


Jurisdiction for the machine has already been claimed 
the ITU.

statistical analysis machine operation, naturally not 
based actual but theoretical working conditions, reveals 
that many savings are store for the user the photo 
composing machine. Some proponents claim cost saving 
one half over metal composition costs. Such savings would 
not only attributable the speed the machine the 
possibility paying lower wages its operation, but also 
such other factors the matrix’s versatility. 

Actually one simple glass disc contains the equivalent 
$25,000 worth matrices. The operator controls 128 fonts 
from the use one disc. Nor there any wear tear 
the matrix. The same disc can used indefinitely. 

duplicate the variety single disc type casting 
machine would require magazines 2-character mats 
cost well over $25,000. The weight would excess 
4,000 and more than cubic ft. storage space 
would required. The disc weighs only lbs. Also, un- 
like type casting machines, the photo “single- 
character” system eliminates mat sorting. 


Scissors for make-up 


was demonstrated preparing the Rinehart book for 
the printer, photo composition has more flexibility make- 
up. Without committing the designer’s idea expensive 
metal type, film can show the projected appearance the 
design type minimum cost—and minimum cost alter- 
ation. All the elements page-design can rapidly 
assembled illuminated frame where the layout propor- 
tions are visible right under the film where the type 
being arranged. The film need not fastened but merely 
positioned repositioned for better effect.

experiments not offer conclusive scientific proof that these 
larvae have sense taste, they point the way for further 
experiment.

When Melville set to work on the book that was to become 
Moby Dick, be was still a surprisingly young man—he had just 
turned thirty—but young as he was even then, he had been for 
three or four years one of the most successful and talked-about 
writers in the country.

With this extraordinary productivity behind him, 
be was only now to sound his true depths as an imaginative 
writer; and when Moby Dick was published, late in 1851, a 
handful of readers saw that it was at any rate a very remark- 
able book indeed. Not so the public at large, and in spite of a 
few “good” reviews, Moby Dick was, relatively speaking, a 
failure; in bis own lifetime, Melville's name was rarely to sug- 
gest his greatest book to most Americans, and he continued for 
many years to be known as “the author of Typee and Omoo,” 
the man who had lived among Polynesian cannibals and made 
his escape from them. 

A later generation bas fully redressed the old disordered 
balance, and Moby Dick has now for many years been recog- 
nized as not only Melville's greatest single achievement but 
one of the most massive and memorable books of the nineteenth 
century. Like all such books it was the product of a long, ob- 
scure, and complex creative process—a process of which we can

As Sneier used to be called the poet's poet, Henry James may 
weil be called, at the present moment, the novelist's novelist. Or 
he might be called the storyteller's storyteller, simce many of his 
most admired masterpieces are in the form of the short story. Per- 
haps no writer of fiction in English has so wide a vogue among 
present-day writers of fiction as James; and if there are many 
who would give first place in the novel to Flaubert, or to Dostoev- 
sky, to Tolstoy, to Proust or to Thomas Mann, most of them are 
likely to give at least second place to James. James was highly 
respected from the first, but be has never been very popular with 
the great reading public. It has taken more than fifty years for 
hum to reach the present peak of critical reputation. It is worth 
asking what is the basis for a reputation so long in the making. 
What are the features of hus work that have so impressed other 
wnters, and writers so unlike jn matter and manner, so that one 
feels that his influence can be traced in a Faulkner, a Robert Penn 
Warren, perhaps even in a Hemingway, as clearly as in an Edith 
Wharton, an E. M. Forster, or a Charles Morgan? 

In any fimshed work of art the form exsts simply as a vehicle 
for the substance, a means of realizing the author's intention. But 
while it 1s stretly impossible to separate form and content, it is 
often convement to take them up separately if only to be brought 
back in the end to their essential oneness in the successful product. 
In an account of what it is that James has to offer, then, we might 
conmder the substance and intention of his work before taking up 
the special techmiques by which these are realized and given effec- 
tiveness. 

James was, in a broad sense, a product of the great European 
movement of realism. He was closely associated with the Freoch 
realists and naturalists, an admirer of George Eliot and Turge-
